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Recycling Corner

Pd like to share with you how Tbecame started in recycling, 
Emembarrassed to admit tt, but ] was, atone time, the biggest 
“thrower-awayer”, Everything went inthe trash. And [dike a 
latof other people thought that as long as the trash was picked 
up and hauled away it was disposed of. Pruth is, I disposed of 
it by getting itoutof my yard, but tl was just taken somewhere 
clse and now is someone cise’s problem. I can remember 
burning piles of garbage and what didn’t burn, | buried. If onty 
I knew then what I know now!! Even though I have always 
been concemed with animals and their well-being, I didn’t pay 
much attention at this time in my fife, to the environment. 

I started beco. ning concerned with the foods that } was 
giving to my family. f scrubbed fruits and vegetables longer 
‘than most people would to get the pesticides off, | checked 
labels on foods for MSG (monosodium glutamate), nitrates, 
and preservatives. I cut down on my consumption of red meat 
and started taking lecithin toclean out any cholesterol that may 
have been floating round in my anerices. Edrank herbal teas and 
gave them to my family for certain illnesses. And of course, 
breast-fed my babies and made my own haby food. 

I was still throwing away garbage galore, amazed at the 
amount one family could produce ina week's time. [twas here 
that [ realized a lot of things I was tossing out were still good 
for someone elsc. So from that pointon, afl clothes, toys, and 
some appliances that were stiJl in good shape were given to the 
needy ora resale shop. 

I felt that I was doing good. My family was real healthy and 
[ was helping others out that weren't so fortunate. But I still had 
a lot of garbage and it stunk. The lids from cans would poke 
through the bags and the mess was terrible from all the other 
stuff that drizzled out. Suray dogs and cats would smell the odor 
from cans J didn’t rinse out and rip open the bags. Garbage 
would be strewn everywhere, Did the idea of composting ever 
cross my mind? Not once. | remembered a home economics 
teacher I had in high school said that she used to freeze all her 
food scraps until garbage day. This seemed to deter animals 
from getting into it until the garbage truck canie along. In 
addition to doing this, | even rinsed out cans, [ didn’t realize 
just how much morc I could have been doing. 

Suddenly it seemed that whenever I picked upa magazine or 
had the news on, there was mention of how so much of our food 
and water was being contaminated. Different cancers were on 
the rise. Mercury poisoning was in the fish. Growing organic 
food was not so safe anymore. It appeared that a lot of the 
problems were related tochemicals being disposed of improp- 
erly. As faras [knew there wasn’tany toxic chemicals around 


where [ lived and my garbage was going into a “sanitary 
landfilt”, so | assumed I was safe. 
It wasn’t undil a few years ago that the word “recycle” 


actually came up in any of my conversations. My mother 
would come to visit and urge me to separate my garbage. She 
said they were doing it where she lived because it was a 
necessity. { told her that if she thought I was going to stand 
around and flatten boxes or crush cans, she was crazy. But 
recycling was being mentioned a lot in the media. I learned that 
landfills were over-flowing and being shut down. People were 
paying high prices to have their garbage taken away because 
the closest available landfill was sometimes hundreds of miles 
away. Toxins were being reported leaking into water systems 
from these sanitary landfills. | thought of the site where our 
garbage is taken, 1 knew it serves five different arcas. I called 
10 see what was going on in our landfill-if there was any major 
problems. I was told that “things are getting bad out here.” 

Something sparked inside of me. Grayling is such a beautiful 
arca. My father moved up here for that very reason. Was it too 
late to try to do something to make people aware that there are 
problems to be dealt with? Was it too late to save and protect 
what we have? When the recycling bins were placed at the 
transfer station If figured this was the first step in getting 
something important done. I didn't know how to recycle 
properly but I found out very quickly so I could help others do 
the same. I called other recycling centers and received tips over 
the phone. They gave me addresses where I could write for 
more information, Soon lots of mail was coming to me con- 
cerning the environment. I found myself looking in magazines 
inthe waiting rooms of offices for articles on anything dealing 
with acid rain, the rain forests, the ozone layer, etc. I found 
groups could write to. and toll free numbers to call for catalogs 
containing carth-friendly products. I’ve even gathered infor- 
mation from the place mats of certain fast food restaurants that 
are involved in maxing their packaging of food safer. 

Everything I could get my hands on in regards to saving 
earth, I read, and I’m still doing it. Still leaming, Stull trying to 
share what J learn with the people of this area through this 
column, We can makea difference. It is true that in some places 
it may be too late because the damage is not reversible. Let's 
not wait for that to happen here. Stop throwing away perfectly 
good resources. Get out of the habit of buy, throw away, buy 
new. Recycle, use safe products, support groups to save wild- 
life and our forests, 

During this past week I realized a lot of people don’t even 
know there arc recycling bins at the transfer station. They are 
there and there is no cost for taking in your recyclables. If you 
do not know the proper way to sort and clean your items, please 
call me at 348-7795. It has to be done right. It is not hard and 
doesn’ trequire much time, Don’t waitas long as I did to change 
your ways. Ycars ago when | was the queen of throw away, } 
never would have believed that I'd be writing this now. If can 
break old habits, so can you.

Michael Dennis Kelly. 

I never knew his middle name. Tome, be was always Mike 
Kelly. He was born in the Uniucd States of Americaon March 
29,1949, He diced in Victnai on August 6, 1969, 

Let's sce. On August 6, 1969, our Tamily would have been 
celebrating my younger brother's birthday. His name was 
Michael, too. 

Perhaps on that happy day we thanked the heavenly forces 
thathe was only Hand too young to be drafted or to calisl, We 
had no way of knowing that the war would drag an for another 
interminable six years, and that inany more Amencan service: 
men would be killed in those faraway Asian jungics. But not 
my hitthe beothers, thank yooduess., 

August 6, 1969. Right about then J would have been packing 
for my freshman year of college. Lcoulda’t wart to leave my 
home, break away from the family, conquer new worlds. 

Perhaps Mike Kelly had felt the same way when he joined 
ihe Army. Ready to getaway from Mom and Dad. Ready to 
be on his own. Ready to tackle the word. — Ready to... dic. 

I's been along time since Mike Kelly was killed in Vietnam, 
Twenty-one years. A generation, And frankly, Pnever knew 
him too well, anyway. He was wo years older than [, so we 
never went acound together ia high school, 

But I do remember him hanging out with all the guys in (he 
junior, then the senior hall, intimidating and embarrassing us 
freshmen, then sophomore girls as we walked past. 

Mike was cute, with a ruddy complexion, an athleuc build, 
and an Irish impishness. No doubt he got in trouble with his 
teachers and his parents on occasion. He probably carned 
average grades that could have been better had he studied, but 
having good times and lots of laughs scemed more important 
and more fun. In retrospect, | would agree, 

After high school, he became engaged to Mary Lewis, 
whose family went to our church. When he died, [ tried to 
imagine what it would be like to lose your fiance, but I never 
asked her. | expect that today, 21 years later, she has married 
another man and is the mother of his children. It is even 
possible that her children have marricd and she is now a 
grandmother. 

I remember that the Kelly fatnily’s tife simply shut down 
when they received word of Mike's death, They drew their 
drapes, satin a darkened living room, ate the food that people 
brought into them —- and stopped living, 

Then one day, the daughter Laurie -~- who was 15, my 
brother Mark’s age --- said somncthing like, “We must go on 
with our lives. The restofuscan’tstop living because Mike has 
died." 

So I guess they picked up the pieces of their lives that 
remained and went on. [never knew Mr.and Mrs. Kelly well, 
and soon [ lost touch with Lauric and her brother Brian. 

I teamed from the Vietnam Veterans Memorial Directory of 
Names that Michael Dennis Kelly was a staff sergeant when 
he died. IT recall hearing that he was doing something brave — 
perhaps tcading his men through the jungle one night —~ when 
he was ambushed by North Victnamese pucrillas and killed. 

I hated the Vietnam War whicn it was going on, and nothing 
1 have read or heard since those days has made me hate itany 
less. 

[have always felt great disdain for those in the United States 
government who involved us in thal travesty, and who kept us 
there for ncarly 20 years, and who nevertheless failed in their 
atiempts to prop up the corrupt, crumbling South Victnamese 
regime, 

But f have never felt the slightest disdain for the nine million 
military men and women who served there, [honor them for 
their belief in and their sense of duty to our nation and its 
Jeaders. 

And! feel the most profound sadness for the 58,175 of them 
who never came home from Victnam,

And after I have found his name, | will look at the other 
58,174 names. And I will do the only thing there is left to do 
for them, 

I will remember.

Have you ever wondered 
how ants find their way 
around? According to one 
author, an ant can fearn a 
square yard of ground in an 
hour by exploring the area 
closest to the nest, then mak- 
ing longer trips further and 
further out. Every oncc in a 
while, the ant will retum to (he 
nest, perhaps just to make 
certain of its locauon, Any 
strange object placed in that 
square yard is explored 
closely, then seemingly ig- 
nored, 


Ants also use the sun as a 
guide in finding their way back 
to the nest. When they Icave 
the nest they note the location 
of the sun to use as a guide, 
and as the sun moves they 


have an internal clock which 
allows the ant to locate the 
nest. Since they can see polar- 
ized light, it is possible for 
them to use the sun as a direc- 
tion finder even on a cloudy 
day. 
Ants also engage in trat) 
making,. Ifa lone ant finds a 
source of food it leaves a liq- 
uid on the ground as it returns 
to the nest. This liquid has an 
odor which other ants can 
follow to and from the food 
source. Sincc they do not have 
noses, they use their antennae 
to detect odors. On cach an- 
tennac there are over 1000 
smaller hairs thal serve as 
smellers and feelers, The an- 
tennae are always moving 
which allows the ant to deter- 
mine what is around it.

A Look At Our Past 


Resource Review 
Bruce Patrick conservation otticer 


The advent and rapid gain 
in popularity of so-called “jet- 
skis” have raised several qucs- 
tions as to their use. It doesn’t 
take much observation at a 
popular lake for a person to 
sce that these watercrafts are 
extremely dangerous and fre- 
quently used in an unsafe 
manner, The most common 
violations seem to be failurc 
to wear a Personal Flotation 
Device, operation too close to 
others and failure to operatc 
in a careful and prudent man- 
ner. I recently saw all of these 
occur ai once on Lake Mar- 
grethe. 

A young fellow, without a 
PFD, was operating his jet ski 
within 100 feet of the public 
access site, while standing on 
his head! 

Although the Marine Safety 
Act has provisions dealing 
with most observed violations, 
a recent amendment speaks 
specifically to “personal wa- 
tercraft”, whichis how jet skis 
will be referred to in the fu- 
ture. These amendments go 
into effect on January 1, 1991 
and reiterate other restrictions 
alrcady in force: 

1) A PFD must be properly 
wom, 

2) A lanyard type kill switch 
must be in use. 

3) Personal watercraft are 
not to be operated from sunsct 
to sunrise. 

4) Personal watercraft must 
be operated in a “reasonable 
and prudent manner”. 

5) Carrying capacity must 


be adhered to. 

6) A personal watercraft 
must stay at least 100 feet from 
any dock, raft, swimming arca 
or shore and shall not pass 
within 150 feet behind another 
vessel traveling al greater than 
a non-wake speed. 

7) A person under 12 shall 
not operate a personal water- 
craft, and a person 12-15 may 
only operate one with adult 
supervision or when in pos- 
session of a boating safety 
certificate. 

8) A boat livery operator 
shall not rent a personal wa- 
tercraft to a person under 16. 

In addition, mariners that 
unrcasonably or unnecessar- 
ily endanger life, limb, or 
property, including, but not 
limited to, weaving through 
vessel traffic, jumping the 
wakc of another vessel within 
150 feet of the vessel, swerv- 
ing at the last possible mo- 
ment to avoid a collision or 
Carrying more passengers than 
the personal watercraft was 
designed to carry are consid- 
ered to be reckless 0) sion 

of a vessel. 

Although this amendment 
docs not speak specifically to 
the operation of personal 
watercraft on a river, it would 
be practically impossible to 
be more than 100 feet from a 
dock, shoreline or other non- 
powered vessel or to operate 
the personal watercraft in a 
manner which would not inter- 
fere unreasonably with the 
lawful use by others of the 
waterway,

Remembering The Sacrifice 
Of Soldiers and Families

When my brother was serving in Victnam, life for me asa 
young mother, wife and homemaker ceased to be as carefree as 
ithad been before Joe shipped over. [watched forthe mailman, 
hoping to geta letter saying he was all right, and I kept in close 
contact with my parents forall the latest news. We all watched 
the postmarks on his letters. When Joe's letters came postage 
free, we knew he was “in harm's way.” When his letters came 
with postage stamps attached, we relaxed a little because that 
meant he was mailing the letter from one of several ports his 
ship anchored in to take on supplies. 

Being “in harm's way” for my brother incant he was travel- 
ing up and down the Mekong Delta bringing supplics and 
ammunition to the U.S. forces fighting there. 

Telephone calls in the middle of the night made my heart 
beat faster; going too long without mail caused us all to worry, 

When Joe's tour of duty in Vietnam ended, he came home 
and our lives settled back into our normal routines. We listened 
to TY news broadcasts and read newspaper accounts of the war 
and we were concemed about the young men and women still

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fighting there; but we didn’ (have to worry about where Joc was 
anymore, We were thankful, 

The articles featured inthis special section are stories about 
young men from our community who did not retum home to 
their familics following their tours of duty, 

According to the Vietnam Veletans Memorial Directory of 
Names, five of them listed Grayling as theirhome town. One 
of these young men never lived in Grayling, but re-enlisied 
here. A sixth man’s family moved to Crawford County after 
he graduated from high school and ts listed in the directory as 
coming from Royal Oak. 

These stories are not intended to represent all the losses 
suffered by the residents of Ceawtord County, There are 
§8,175 names listed on the Vietnam Memorial Moving Wall, 
as of January, 1990. These names represent our sons and 
daughters, husbands and wives, grandsons and granddaugh- 
ters, nieces and nephews, friends and neighbors, 

We remember these men in an effort to remind all of us of 
their supreme sacrifice and the sacrifice of their familics who 
continue to live with their losses.

Flying Helicopters Was An Extension Of Him

Shelly Hatfield will be married on September 28, in the 

Michelson Memorial Methodist Church of Grayting -— the 
same date and the same place as her mother and father were 
married 22 years ago. 

They had been sweethearts since the 7th grade, when they 
had met in school. “That was it,” remembers Janct Stephan 
Hatfield. “We knew. You meet someone and you know right 
there that’s your life.” 

Shelly will slip her father's wedding ring on the finger of her 
new husband, Louie Rioux. But her father won't be there to 
give her away in marriage. In truth, Shelly never even knew 
him. 

Her father, Warrant Officer Michacl James Hatfield, was 
killed in action in Vietnam on March 22, 1970, when Janct, his 
20-year-old wife, was two months pregnant with Shelly, 

According to the Amny, five American helicopters were 
landing and unloading infantrymen into a mountain range near 
Xuan Loc that day to isolate and attack detachments of enemy 
soldiers. Because the arca was so small, only one aircraft could 
land ata time. 

Alapproximately 11 a.m, —justas WOL Michael Hattield’s 
helicopter had landed and troops were unloading -— the aircraft 
was hit by a B40 rocket (an explosive device) and intense 
automatic weapon fire. Michacl was fatally wounded. Then

Spc. 4 James Erwin Russ was commanding his battcry’s 
forward observation vehicle, which was attached to Troop C in 
the Kingdom of Cambodia, on the moming of May 15, 1970, 
when heavy incoming mortar and small arms fire struck the 
night defense position, scriously wounding Spc. 4 Russ. He 
was taken to the 24th Evac. Hospital where he was recciving 
intensive medical care when he died on May 23, 1970. 


Spc. 4 Russ had begun his tour in Vietnam on July 29, 1969, 
and was attached to the Howitzer Battery, 1st Squad of the 11th 
Armored Cavalry Regiment. 


Jim was born in Cadillac on October 7, 1947. According to 
his father, Erwin, of Cadillac, Jim never lived in Grayling, but 
re-enlisted in the service with the Crawford County Selective 
Service Board.

his helicopter burst into flames with him trapped inside. 

Janet says she wasn't shocked when the news of her husband’s 
death came. “Usually 1 got a letter from Mike every three to 
four days. [hadn't gotten one ina week and already had the 
feeling that something was wrong.” 

Then several days after Mike diced, she received two Ictters 
from him, saying he was happy to be “going to be a daddy” and 
hoping he would make a good parent. 

“Mike was my life,” says Janet simply. “Being pregnant — 
having a part of him —-- pave me some reason to live, Other- 
wise, | couldi’t have gone on. That's why 1 pulled myself 
together,” 

When their baby pirt was bor, her mother named her 
Michaele Jamie Hatfield, after her father. 

After living in several other places, Janet moved back to 
Grayling 10 years ago because she wanted Michaele to be 
around her grandparents, to grow up with her family. 


Michael was the only son of Harold (Bum) and Tene Hat- 
ficld, Jr., who live in Grayling, and the only brother of 
Marcelence Hatficld, who now lives in the Benton Harbor areca, 

When he was drafted in 1968 after one year at Northwestem 
Michigan College in ‘Traverse City, Mike was “set to go,” says 
Hence. “I wanted him to stay in school, but T didn’t fight it.” 

Michacl loved being a helicopter pilot, adds his mother. 
“Flying helicopters was an extension of him.” 

Neither parent remembers Mike having an objection to 
being sent to Victnam, and he didn’t appear to dread it 
outwardly. Says Bum, a World War II Army veteran who was 
wounded in France, “You spin the wheel of fortune; where it 
lands, you're stuck with it. Ldon’tthink he had any misgivings. 
He was proud to serve his country. ... And T was proud when 
he went into the service.” 

Michacl went through the progression of helicopter flight 
training schools in 1969, and was appointed a warrant officer 
on Becember 16. He and Janct then spent his 30-day leave at 
Bum and Tlene’s home in Grayling before he was sent to 
Vietnam in January of 1970. 

“Those 30 days were great,” says Bum. “We had a lot of 
partics, talk and gossip, We didi¥ speak of worry. For parents, 
though, it’s always there, especially for a kid who tripped on 
crackers and had two Icft feet.” 

Michac! had been in Victnam only a scant two months when 
he was killed on March 22, While all three agree that their 
memorics of the days that followed are vague and blurred by 
pain, they they can still remember how they felt. 


“Tt was bad,” explains Ilene, “Ours was an unhappy house 


there for a while. We waited a whole week for his body.” 
Meanwhile family trom both sides poured in. 

“T spent 20 minutes in the funcral home,” says Bum, “and 
then I walked out. My seven brothers took over.” 

“T can’t even tell you who came to see us at the funeral 
home,” says Janet. Maybe I wasin shock. I don’tknow. | was 
never atone with his casket. T never had a chance to say good- 
bye,” 


"The pain .. can't describe how it feels. It's 
like someone reaches inside of you, pulling 
and pulling. You can cry and cry, but you 
don't feel any better afterwards." 
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“The pain,” she adds, “Tcan’t describe how it feels. It’s like 
somebody reaches inside of you, pulling and pulling. You can 
cry and cry, but you don’t feel any better afterward.” 

“If it hadn't been for cach other, we wouldn't have gotten 
through the damn thing,” admits Bum. “We took tums crying. 
At times Ilene was stronger than 1 was. But we just kept 
plugging away. What could you do?” 

Even though they both “hurt on the inside,” they continued 
with their jobs, Ilene at Bear Archery and Bum as City Police 
Chief. 

Says Bum, you’re better off going to work than sitting 
around the house. But “when I’m alone or when J go to the 
cemetery, I think about it.” 

They became overprotective with their daughter Marcie 
after Mike died, say Bum and Ilene, and they had a tendency 
to spoil Shelly. “She was special,” says her grandmother. 

Super special,” adds Grandpa. “Janct would let us keep her 
whenever we wanted. She looks a lot like Michaet in her 
features and her actions. Her hands are just like his. She's a 
nice blend of both of them.” 

Janet shows the same strong spintas her in-laws, “You have 
to make peace with whatever happens to you. I could have sat 
around and said, ‘Poor me. My husband was killed in Vict- 
nam.’ OrI could stand up and do things for myself.” 

“Lots of people have it worse,” she continues, “Tt must have 
been heartwrenching for Bum and Ilene. Mike worshipped the 
ground his dad walked on. They had a special relationship. 
Bum's and Mike’s handwriting looks exactly the same to me.” 

“Mike was a really good, happy-go-lucky kid,” recalls 
Ilene. He had a bounce to his walk and never gave us any 
problems.” 

He was always interested in airplanes and knew he wanted 
tofly. He “played a little bit of sports -— had a letter sweater,” 
says his father, but his big love was hunting. By age 17 he 
always had an afternoon and weekend job, Even then he “kind 
of leaned toward the service.” 

Bum has definite feclings about Michacl’s death and the 
nation’s involvement in Victnam: “War and death are always 
a waste. But there are certain things you make sacrifices for. 
Tcan accept that.” 

“And I could accept my son's death until we pulled out of Vi- 
cam, practically gave it away to North Viemam. It was all for 
nothing. I still feel that his life was a waste. We weren’tin there 
to win. That bothers me.” 

Janet, also, is plagued by the belief that Vietnam was a 
uscless war and that the Victnam veterans “got a raw deal.”

Spe. 4 Robert L. Fairbotham was married and the father of

a five-month-old baby when he was killed while serving in the 
Saigon area. He was 19 years of age. 

According to an official telegram scent to the family, Robert 
died in Vietnam on September 5, 1968, from wounds received 
when the area he was guarding came under enemy attack. He 
was serving with an Army artillery unit, 

Before being shipped overseas, Robert trained at Fort 
Campbcll, KY, Fort Sill, OK, and Fort Lewis, WA. He was in 
the army about 18 months before he was killed. 

Six months after his death, Robert was awarded the Army 
Commendation Medal and the Purple Heart, posthumously. 

Robert was born on November 13, 1949, in Pontiac and 
attended Michigan Center Schools. At the time of his death, 
Robert was survived by his wife Arlene, a five-month-old son 
Robert, Jr., his father David Sr., two brothers, David Jr., of 
Pontiac, and Donald, of Grayling, and one sister, Judy, and his

“In World War I,” she says, “there were parades in the 
streets.

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James Evart Blaauw 
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No One Could Understand Why He Had To Die

Jed Blaauw has many memories of his brother Jim. He 
remembers playing in the woods near their home when they 
were Children, 

“When we were kids Hving on the farm in Maple Forest we 
always had BB guns,” he recalted. Eight years older than Jed 
and tall even then, Jed said, “When we'd be out in the woods 
together [remember always having to look way up to see him.” 

He remembers Jim as a terrific sportsman who loved to hunt, 
fish, trap, and ride horseback, He remembers when Jim Ieft 
home for Victnamn, never dreaming that it would be the fast 
time he would sec lus brother alive. 

Jed also remembers seeing the green car driving up and 
down the road in front of his parents home that day in March 
of 1968. Jim had been in Vietnam for about four months. 

“Then the car drove into the driveway,” he said. 

The driver of the car, a sergeant Jed said he could not 
remember the man’s name), walked to his parents’ front door 
and knocked, 

“About a week later Jim’s body was brought home by a 
military escort,” Jed remembered. ‘“Fhey came in a small 
airplane that landed at the Grayling airport.” 

Spe. § James Evart Blaauw had been killed on March 22, 
1968, near Hue, Vietnam, in the DMZ, when he was hit in the 
chest with shrapnel from a mortar that tiad landed in his 
foxhole. 

Attached to the 101tst Airborne Red Devils, he had been a 
member of an clite fighting force that had been compared with 
the Rangers and the Green Berets. He was a Point Man, 
responsible for reconmaissance work. 

Jed, said his brother wanted to get into an airborne division, 
but at 6 foot 6 1/2 inches, he was too tall, so he crouched to 
make himself appear shorter and somchow made it {n. 

While in the 101st, Spc, $ Blaauw spent one summer in 
Panama for ‘jump and jungle training.” : 

“We were pretty sure when the Army sent him to Panama 
that eventually Jim would be sent to Vietnam,” said Jed. 
“When he got his orders, we were all scared for him, worried 
for his safety.” 

Before going into the service, Jim shicd away from heights, 
but he loved parachute training and would jump out of anything 
that flew, 

Jed said his brother once got into a little trouble with his com- 
manding officer for voluntecring to jump too often, but Spe. 5 
Blaauw continued to jump as often as possible. 

Jim enlisted in the Army in carly 1966 and did his basic 
training in Fort Campbell, KY. 

When Jim wasn’t jumping out of airplanes, Jed said Jim was 
jumping into the water. Free time in Panama for Jim meant 
engaging in another of his favorite hobbies, scuba diving. 
During one of these dives, Jim was stung by a man-of-war

stingray which madc him sick for several days. 

Jim was home on leave in the fall of 1967. ft was the last time 
he visited with his family. He shipped out in December. 

Jed was 13 years old when Jim went to Vietnam. 

“Pd played war as a kid and [ knew bullets were flying over 
there, but I never thought that Jim might dic,” he said. 

In letters sent to his sister Janct, Jim expressed his concem 
about being sent to Vietnam and in letters sent while he was 
there, he said he was looking forward to Icaving the arca. 

“As a wholc, [ think the family supported the war in Vict- 
nam,” said Jed. “Atthough the way the war was being handicd 
toward the end, I think some were changing their opinions.” 

Because the war was operated poorly, especially toward the 
end, Jed said he felt it diminished Jim’s sacrifice and the 
sacrifice of their family. 

“{ believe in America and if they called me I'd go,” Jed said, 
“but they made Jim’s death seem somewhat futile.” 

Jed said Jim’s death was rough on his family, especially his 
parents, 

“No one could understand why he had to die,” he said. But 
he said his parcnts were proud of Jim and the choiccs he had 
made. 

Spe. 5 James Evart Blaauw was killed eleven days after his 
2 {st birthday. His funeral was April 3, 1968, at Mount Hope 
Lutheran Church where he had been confirmed into member- 
ship as a young man. He was buried in the Maple Forest 
Township Cemetery. 

Born inGrand Rapids on March 11, 1947, Jim was the eldest 
son of Fred and Clara (Mike) Blaauw, one of seven children. 
His sisier Janel was uldesi, thon there was Fred Jr. Jackie, Jerry 
Jed, Joan and Frank. : 

Jim attended the Frederic school until the Grayling and

He Somehow Knew He Wouldn't Survive Vietnam

Two years ago Donclle Doan had the opportunity to visit the 
Vietnam Memorial in Washington D.C. In a recent letter 
Donelle, the only sister of Pfc. Donald Allen Smith, Jr., who 
was killed while serving in Victnam, shared her experience and 
feelings as she came face to face with “The Wall.” 

“I stood in complete awe,” she remembered. “Many of us 
cried openly for feelings we had not unleased for many years. 
We left letters, flowers, awards, and anything we could leave 
of ourselves,” she continued. “And our burdens became lighter 
as we walked away.” 


Pfc. Smith, of Beaver Creek Township, was killed in a heli- 
copter accident on Oct. 4, 1966, in Vietnam, where he had been 
stationed since August 12, 1966. He served with Company A, 
Fifth Battalion, Seventh Cavalry of the First Cavalry Division, 
U.S. Amy. 

Don was bom May 8, 1946, in Detroit, to Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald A. Smith, of Roscommon, formerly of Ferndale. He 
graduated from Hazel Park High School in 1964. He was 
drafted by the U.S. Army in 1965. ;

He Wanted To Be A Pilot Like His Dad

No one remains from WO2 Carl Wilhelm (Bill) Borchers’ 
immediate family to talk about what it was like to lose a young 
man in the Victnam War. 

He was the only son of Clyde and Mary Gretchen Borchers. 
Clyde died in 1979, and Mary Gretchen followed in 1988. 
Today they are buried together, very close to their son’s grave, 
in the Arlington National Cemetery. 

Grandparents Carl and Louise Johnson are dead now, too, in 
these 19 years since their Bill was killed in action. 

But extended family members and friends remain in the 
Grayling community who remember the handsome, dashing, 
charming, exciting young man. 

Several people shared their recollections of Bill Borchers: 
Barb and John Sojka (Bill's cousin and her husband), Bill and 
Marian Joseph and Paul Thomson (Clyde and Mary Gretchen's 
very good friends) and Amold Stancil (Bill Borchers’ close 
buddy). 

But no sad, sentimental newspaper article would be appre- 
ciated by Clyde, Mary Gretchen or Bill, they wamed. The 
Borchers weren’t the type to dwell on the sad things, 

So, for the most part, they arc the good memories, the happy 
remembrances, the funny stories of the daring young man 
whose greatest desire was to fly airplanes. 

Paul Thomson remembers the first time he met Bill Borch- 
ers. It was a winter day and Bill called his father from Traverse 
City to say that he and a friend were flying over to Grayling. 

“Clyde told him it was too damn cold to fly alittle plane over 
here. The oil cooler might freeze up,” remembers Paul. 

An hour later Clyde Borchers received another call from 
Bill. “Can you come and get us in Kalkaska? We had an 
emergency landing. The oil cooler froze up.” . 

Paul went along on the ride, and that's when he was intro- 
duced to Bill Borchers. 

Suchare the stories still being told about WO2 Carl Wilhelm 
Borchers, who had less than one month to serve in Victnam 
when he was killed in action on Jane 6, 1971, at age 28. 

“He was kind of acrazy muy,” adds Arnold Stancil. “I played 
golf with him one cold April day.” Then they went to the 
Borchers’ house on Lake Margrethe, where Bill decided they 
should get Arnic's wife Cathy, who was cight months preg- 
nant, and go out in the family sailboat. 

Mother Mary Gretchen was appalled. “The ice on the lake 


just melted. You have to be out of your minds taking Cathy.” 
But they went out anyway and had a fine time. 

That was typical Bill Borchers, says Amie. “He always 
found something to do, even when it was crummy out. He was 
always looking for excitement.” 

Paul Thomson says that Bill “had lots of adventures and was 
a free spirit before his time.” Clyde came home once, he 
recalts, and found his boat missing. The first hint Clyde had as 


to where Bill had gone was when he received a call from - 


Canadian Customs, asking if he owned a boat and did Bill in- 
deed have his father’s permission to use it. 

Bill liked cars, motorcycles and airplanes, adds Paul. “He 

ee a good storyteller, a good listener, A comfortable, likable 
uy.” 

There wasn’t anybody who didn’t Jike Bill Borchers,” says 
Bill Joseph, who knew Bill’s mother Mary Gretchen from 
childhood on. 

Bill Borchers didn’t actually grow up in Grayling. He spent 
his youth traveling with his parents while father Clyde was on 
active duty in the Air Force. 

He attended clementary school in Germany, junior high in 
Fargo, North Dakota, and graduated from Kubisaki High 
School, Okinawa, in 1961, 

But his vacations were spent with his maternal grandparents, 
Carl and Louise Johnson, in their summer home on Lake 
Margrcthe. 

“Bill had a lot of friends here,” says Marian Joseph. “espe- 
cially the lake people.” 

“Even though he wasn’t a local boy, he was local,” adds Bill 
Joseph. 

After high school graduation, Bill Borchers enlisted in the 
United States Coast Guard for four years and served on the 
Great Lakes. He then attended Northwestem Michigan Col- 
lege in Traverse City for two years. 

But “he had a terrible desire to be an airline captain,” 
explains his cousin Barbara Sojka. “That’s why he enlisted in 
the Air Force.” 

“He wanted to be a pilot like his dad was,” adds Arnie 
Stancil. “And he thought about making the Air Force a 
career.” 

His parents were very proud of Bill when he took up flying, 
recalls Paul Thomson. A retired lieutenant colonel, Clyde 
himself had flown in the China/Burma/India and Pacific The-

“Don was a very special man, who loved his family and 
country more than himsclf,” remembered Donelle, of Santa 
Ana, California, “fam so proud of him.” 

The tast time Donelle spoke to her brother was the night she 
was married. 

“He came home to be the "Best Man’ in my wedding,” she re- 
called. ‘That was July 23, 1966.” 

Donelle said Don somchow knew he would not survive 
Vietnam. 

“He had his cemetery plot picked out and left instructions as 
to how he should be dressed,” she recalled. 

Don was engaged to be married. 

“His death destroyed our Dad,” she said. “The day of the 
funeral he got down on his knees at the grave and said he 
wanted to die.” Within two years she said her father had wasted 
away with every conccivable illness, finally dying of heart 
failure.

atres for the Army Air Force during Wortd War II. 

Bill would call home from flight school, remembers Barb 
Sojka, say “hello, how are you?” to his mother, and then “talk 
planes” with his dad. 

In 1970, WO2 Borchers and #1 other men were assigned as 
test pilots for the YO2A, Lockheed’s experimental aircraft, 
which flew at fast specds and low altitudes to avoid radar 
detection. 

The plane was used for night surveillance, says Paul Thom- 
son, and it was very quict. “If it flew over your head at 100 feet, 
it sounded like a flock of birds.” 

Each of the dozen men had his own plane on which he 
trained, tested and then took to Victnam. “Imagine that kid 
having his own plane,” Bill Joseph remembers Clyde saying 
about his son. 

A singular plane, the YO2A literally collapsed and folded up 
and could be moved in its own suitcase, add Barb and her 
husband John Sojka. 

Evidently the other cleven men had already been killed 
flying their experimental aircrafts when Bill became the final 
man of the group to go down in mid 1971. 

“He just didn't come back from a mission,” explains Paul 
Thomson, “Clyde talked with his commanding officer, but 
they didn’t know why it crashed.” 

Bill Borchers had been marnied since April, 1970, to Christic 
Sharon Nichelson. But she moved back with her family in 
Alabama when Bill went overseas, and the Borchers lost touch 
with her after their son was buried at Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

In the ensuing years, the local VFW Post has named its 
chapter after Carl Wilhelm Borchers. And Clyde and Mary 
Gretchen started a scholarship fund through the Grayling High 
School Alumni Association, which still awards $1,000 annu- 
ally to a graduating senior. 

“He was a wonderful, wonderful kid,” says Bill Joseph. “It’s 
a shame his life was taken. We felt bad that he went (to 
Vietnam) at all. He had already served in the Coast Guard.” 

Marian Joseph adds, “He just wanted to fly and he had been 
happy in doing what he wanted to do.” 

Even so, says Paul Thomson, “There was a big sense of loss 
among the parents and the grandparents. Carl Johnson died 
here a few years ago, but he still missed his grandson Bill, still 
talked about him on occasion.”

Amie. Stancil echoes some of the sadness that remains 
unspoken, He and Cathy still have the gift he sent them from 
Vietnam just before he was scheduled to return home. Says 
Amie, “In his letter he said he'd see us in three weeks.” 

“When I'd see Mary Gretchen, I just couldn't make myself 
bring up Bill, ‘cause I missed him. Even though I'd bave liked 
to talk about him, T didn’t want to upset her.” 

Both the Josephs and the Sojkas have been to the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., and found it a memorable 
experience. “IT couldn't beheve I could be that impressed,” 
says John Sojka. 

Concludes Barb Sojka, “I just kept walking and walking and 
there were still more names. I never hada concept of how many 
died.”
